PARIS, April C.—Mrs. Horace Porter, 


wife of the American ambassador here, 
diud suddenly today. 


Her death occurred at 5 o'clock this 


afternoon of congestion, following a chill. 


The death, of Mrs. Porter came with 


very great suddenness, making the shock 
to the ambassador doubly severe. She 
returned from Switzerland only a few 
days ago, after a stay of some weeks 
there for her health.' Mrs. Porter ap- 
peared much improved in health, but 
was still suffering from influenza which 
finally brought, on a chill. This in turn 
developed into inflammation of the lungs 
but it was not until today that her con- 
dition was regarded as rea-lly serious.

anything else whether the fern- 


nine sex is bringing up Its end of the 
work of civilization. The development 
nd present trend of these clubs are 
nanifest in a comparison of what they 
ire about today with matters that in- 
erested them twenty years ago. 
The first organizations of women one 


knows anything of were tho church to- 
ieties the sewing and missionary dr- 
ies, m'others'meetings and those queer 
half devout, half gossipy gatherings 
where the female members of a congre- 
gation met to stitch garments to sell 
n order that from the proceeds thereof 
they might educate some poor, but vir- 
tuous young man for the ministry. 
They would as soon have thought of 
educating a- young woman for the min- 
Intry in those days as of themselves 
having any voice in church manage- 
ment, although the feminine sex was 
then what it still Is-the mainstay and 
support of all church organization:!. 


Next the woman's society advanced 


a tiny peg further. There began to be 
a leisure class among us—a ladles' lei- 
sure class at least. The men's leisure 
,'lass Is only now In process of forma- 
tion. With the advent of women who 
had time on their hands came the idea 
of "the higher culture." The word es- 
thetic" cam* to be the vogue, rolled 
sweetly under the lady tongue morn, 
noon and night Ladles' culture socie- 
ties were formed, for not yet did they 
boldly appropriate the masculine title 
of club. Timidly, taking care to have 
the 'approval of Influential clergymen 
and' ministers, women began to organ- 
ize for cultivating their minds In a 
thoroughly refined way. To this end 
esthetic freaks of all shades were Im- 
ported from overseas. , These were al- 
ways of the male sex In those days, and 
they all wore long hair. They all posed, 
some in tights, others in oriental^petti- 
coats, and they clasped their hands and 
roiled their eyes and Uttered harmless 
platitudes In costume, while women sat 
at their feet and adored. By and by 
women themselves got into this K.thet- 
ic posing business, and that broke It up. 


Next came the woman's club proper, 


or improper, for to this day, though it 
appropriates the name, it Is never a. 
place where women may meet to smoke 
and drink and gossip, at least hardly 
ever 
The Women's Pioneer club of 


London, which Includes among its 
members some of the most famous and 


these societies in various parts of the 
world. 
Let us begin with England. 


There, as the result of faithful and per- 
sistent agitation and representations on 
the part of ladies' organizations, a law 
has been passed requiring the appoint- 
ment of women on all government 
school boards. In Boston a few months 
ago the Women's Educational and in- 
dustrial union offered a prize pf.^0 for 
the be»t labor saving device invented 
by ii woman. To give the ingenious wo- 
men a fair chance a department was 
opened at the Mechanics' fair under the 
auspices of the union. The result wa: 
that hundreds of inventions, some o* 
them of genuine utility, were brough 
to light It was interesting to note, too 
that they were nearly all. along the. lins 
of improved housekeeping appliances 
and helpful devices in the care of chll 
dren, proving that woman Is woman

having branches at Wauconda. 111., and 
Salem. Wis., closed its doors shortly after 
noon Saturday at the demand 
of the 


»tate bank examiner. The institution is 
declared insolvent by the examiner, who 
looked into its affairs a week ago. The 
liabilities will be in the neighborhood of 
3-20,000, while the assets will probably 
not exceed £10.000. 


The bank had been in business for the 


last six months, but it had not made any 
deposit witli the state treasurer and had 
no standing with the examiners. Up to 
the very minute that the examiners took 
charge the cashier was at his desk re- 
ceiving deposits. He. at once left the bank 
and went to Chicago. 


Frank S. Komp, who was 'the president 


of the bank, has not been in Kenosha for 
a week, and for thia reason no statement 
of the affairs of the institution can be se- 
cured from him. Whe.the doors closed, 
many of the smaller depositors appeared" 
and demanded their money. The loss 
falls largely on the working people of the 
city, as the bank had more'than 400 sav- 
ings accounts. The bank at. Salem is pro- 
tected by private stockholders, and all 
the depositors will be paid in full. 


The State Bank was organized by 


Frank Komp, a former Chicago broker, 
and at the time of its organization it was 
claimed iha't one of the leading banks in 
Chicago was backing it, but this the ex- 
aminer denies.

Just wait 
ill the physical ailments consequent on 
an unclean skin get the better of them. 


Every house, country or city, should,, 


be provided with a bathroom and abun- 
dant hot and cold water supply. Every 
farmhouse may now have these. To 
bathe the skin properly cleanse it with 
hot water, soap and a scrubbing brush. 
Then to harden it against taking cold 
spray, dash or pour quickly cold water 
nil over the body. It will not hurt. 
Have a soft brush for the face and 
throat, a stifter bath brush for the 
body. Both these can be got at a drug 
or department store, "When purchasing, 
the soft one, ask for a face scrubbing 
brush.

This is sometimes a very 
useful thing to do for lavatory windows.

To keep them in 
good condition always after the day's 
washing is done give the tubs a good 
rub with a little parafin oil on flannel to 
remove any stains", then rinse thorough- 
ly with soapy water and dry well with 
a soft cloth. Paraffin will remove most 
stains from zinc, even when they are 
loog standing.
